London, Sept. 22 — In an interview with 
Dr. Lompriore, agent of tho late Mr. Sher- 
wood, owner of Pago Pago, the largest har- 
bor of Samoa and the only one secure from 
cyolonic diaturbanoeB, ho said : " There havo 
been constant communications botwoon tho 
British, Gorman and American government!! 
regarding the futuro of Samoa, The preaont 
situation 1b an impossible one, and can only 
result in tho absolute destruction of trado 
and tho gradual extinction of tho natives. 
According to last accountB trade is at a 
standstill and the natives are in a condition 
e f turbulence. Now Zsaland, beiDg tho 
nearest British poBBOBBion and largely inter- 
catod in tho development of Polynoaian 
trado, is tho propor quarter from which tho 
question can best be pressed on the atten- 
tion of the Imperial government. I havo 
tho groatoat confidenco In Mr. Ward, tho 
troasurer of tht*,b colony, laying before his 
government some scheme having in view tho 
alteration of tho present condition of i»fT»!re. 
The Paclfio oable, having been deoided on 
and tho money guaranteed, Is a matter of 
vital importance to America, as well as to 
Great Britain and tho colonies. Fiji, which 
was first proposed as a contral station for 
coaling and for a station for repairing 
stoamors, has boon found unfit, being sit- 
uated in the centre of cyclonic disturbances. 
Only last winter a storm there leveled all 
tho buildings on its track. Samoa, which ia 
in the poBtal union and in direct stoam con- 
nection with San Francisco, New Zsaland 
and Australia, has a harbor throe miles long 
by one-fourth of a mile wide, and with a safe 
aaoborage. That America and Great Britain 
are both anxiouB to have tho Samoan ques- 
tion settled is certain, Both countries 
desire to have an end put to the present 
deadlock, and it ia hoped that somo moans 
may Boon be found to settle the German 
claims and buy them out if not at too ex- 
orbltant a figure. 

In entering officB froe from positive 
pledges the Conservatives had an advantage 
over the Liberals, who wore committed to 
numorous fads, besides legitimate reforma. 
Correapondenco between Lord Cranbourne, 
the eldest son and secretary of the prime 
minister, and his oousin, Rt. Hon. A. J. 
Balfour, first lord of the treaBury, clearly 
Indicates tho deoislon of the government in 
favor of measures looking to sectarian edu- 
cation. Mr. Balfour, referring to what is 
called voluntary, otherwise denominational, 
schooU, writes : "lam extremely anxious 
that something effeotuol shall bs done to re- 
lieve tho intolerable strain to which these 
sohoolB are subjected. This is the general 
wish of the party and of the government." 

Lord Cranbourne brought inoldentally to 
the notioo of Mr. Balfour the advisability of 
introducing a motion affirming that many 
parents are in favor of sectarian educational 
moaauroB. A taoit arrangoment has boen 
made with the English Catholics who sap- 
ported the Conservative candidates in the 
recent elections, and this has been followed 
by the establishment of an entente with the 
Irish Catholic bishops. Under the latter 
understanding the government oxpects to 
have the support of the seventy anti-Par- 
nollites for their proposals in regard to sec- 
tarian education. This would naturally bo 
followed by a onmpintn rapture of the alll- 
anca between tho Liberals and the Irish 
Nationalists. The rago of the Liberals over 
tho prospective capture of the national funds 
for sectarian purposes may be extrome, but 
it Is impotent. The Liberal preBs have not 
had time as yet to comment on the matter. 
Tho Speaker, howovor, domands a response 
from tho mon claiming the roBpoct of the 
party. 

Rt. Hon. Gorald Balfour returned to 
England laat ovoning from a tour of Ireland, 
in company with Hon, Horace C. Plunkett, 
member of parliament for South Duolin, 
Mr. Balfour haB now held tho offico of chief 
B'jcrotary of Ireland for three months and 
during that poriod haB passed more time in 
Ireland than his predecessor did during tho 
two years he served as Irish Boaretary. 
Chief Secrotary Balfour goes back to Dublin 
intending to pass tho groator part of the re- 
cess there. Parnollites and anti-Parnelliten 
alike expoob that tho government policy un- 
der Mr. Balfour's administration will be of a 
conciliatory nature. In a letter William 
O'Brien offers tho friendship of hiB party to 
Mr. Balfour if tho latter, who Is now pro- 
paring a land bill, enlarges the scope of tho 
achomo relative to congested diatriots, It is 
believed that tho government will adopt Mr. 
O'Brien's auggontion. 

Lord Rostbery, instead of retiring from 
tho forefront of politicB, la preparing to take 
a moat active part in political affairs. He 
ia in constant communication with the heads 
of tho Liberal party, and will open tho 
autumn campaign on Ootober 18 at Scir- 
borough. John Morloy lives in BooluBion in 
a hamlet in Roeshiro. He will not answer 
political letters, and devotes hta time to 
literary writing. 

Lord Salisbury is in a quandary ovor the 
question of Lord Dufforin's succoBaor En the 
British ombasBy at ParlB. Sir Philip Curry 
wants to loave Constantinople, and Lord 
Lansdowno, Lord Londonderry and tho 
Marquh of Lorno are running for tho post. 

Not for many years haB there been so 
muoh oxcitemont on the London stock ox. 
ohange, and it is allegod that moro money is 
boing made in Chapel court now than at any 
time in the history of tho Btook exchange. 
Wild speoulatlon haB boon confined princi- 
pally to South African stooks, looally known 
as " the Kaffirs." Many young stookbrokorB 
who a fow weeka ago had absolutely nothing 
are now spending money with tho utmost 
laviBhnoBB. In connection with tho boom on 
tho stook exchange the PallMall Gazette hau 
boon printing letters in whloh It has boon 
alloged that frightful corruption reigns su- 
preme in all the finanoiai newspapers of Lon- 
don, and to a large extent in tho financial 
columns of tho other papers la tho city. 
One writer, who signs himBelf " Amerioan," 
nays that with the exception of tho great 
political dallies and ono or two well known 
weeklies, thoro is neb a paper in London 
whose opinions cannot bo bought. 

The Economist gives the opinion that it 
has become a question whether another war 
In the far East can be averted. Russia, the 
paper Bays, distrusts Japan's promises, and 
is re«ol?ed to give her no time- to Inorease 



her fleet, bub to insist upon the immediate 
evacuation of Liaotung peninsula acd an 
abandonment of all pretenaions nn the part 
of Japan to a proteotorate over Korea. 

The announcement of the engagement of 
the Duke of Marlborough and Miss Consuelo 
Vanderbilt has created a flutter of exoite- 
mont throughout England. "Another 
DuohesB from America," is the caption given 
to the dispatch by Boveral of the journals. 

LANGTRY'S JEWELS. 

They Slnet, She Says, Have Been Taken by 
Some One Cognizant or Her Affairs. 

London, Sept. 23. — Mrs. Langtry was In 
terviewed to-day on tho subject of the Iosb 
of her jewels from a branch of tho Union 
Bank of London laat week by means of a 
forged order. She said that there was no 
suspicion against any of hor servants, bub 
that the scheme must havo been worked by 
somebody who was cogniz »nt of her affairs, 
for never boforo was there bo much of her 
jewolry at the hank. Her maid had sug- 
gested that Bhe take it with hor to Baden- 
Baden, but shu thought it safor to leave it 
in tho ouatody of the bank. Mro. Langtry 
Bald that she thought it was curious that 
the people at tho bank wore not awaro that 
she waB on tho continonb instead of in Lon- 
don at tho time of tho robbery.

THE AMERICA'S " CUP. 



Lord Dnnraven Scored by the "Sat- 
urday Review " for His Lack 
of Perseverance. 

News of Mr. Rose's Challenge Re- 
ceived, by the New York 
Yacht Clab. 

London, Sopt. 23. — The Saturday Review 
says : " Opinion In America ecoma to be 
divided as to whether Lord Dunravon acted 
rightly or wrongly in throwing up the third 
race. We inform our American cousins that 
English opinion at once condemned Lord 
Dunraven. In his private capacity Lord 
Dunraven could Bail or refuse t» sail without 
hurting anything more important than his 
own reputo aB a Bportsman and a man trained 
in the offices of gentle courtesy. But Lord 
Dunravon, aotingas the representative of the 
Royal Yacht squadron, was In a sense a re- 
presentative of England. He bad no busi- 
ness to show temper and protest against 
conditions which were known to exist when 
he Issued his challenge. It is not the temper 
of Englishmen in like straits to behave like 
the spoiled darling of a foolishly indulgent 
mother or father ; it Is the time to be courte- 
ous, resolute to do his beBt and to take a 
bsatlng like a man." The special adds : 
"This laok of perseverance has enabled 
other peers of less ability to pass him in the 
political race. He begins a thing acd 
drops it." 

New York, Sept. 23.— When Commodore 
James O. Smith was shown the cable an- 
nouncing a challenge for tho America's cup 
on behalf of Mr. Charles D. Rose, to be 
sailed in 1896, he Bald : "This is indeed a 
very sportsmanlike challenge and I am very 
jlad to hear of ib. Of course our oommittee 
ias nothing to do with it, but when the 
direct challenge arrives, I have no doubt 
that a special meeting of the New York 
Yacht Clab will be callod and a 
' cup committee appointed. In his 
preliminary cable, Mr. Rose said that he 
begged to challenge for the America's cap 
next year, the race to be sailed on con- 
ditions patiafuctory to the cup committee. 
In the cablegram thab you have just showed 
me Mr. Rose bears out his previous cable- 
gram and leaves tho conditions absolutely In 
the hands of any cup committee that may 
be appointod. \V bother I shall bo a mem- 
ber of the committee or not, I cannot say 
poaitlvoly, but the vory faireab posaible con- 
ditions will bo adopted. This is good news, 
indeed, for Amorican yachtBmon, and in my 
opinion It will nob bo necessary for us to 
build another Defender in order to beat the 
Distant Shore." 

J. M. Soper, the yacht designer, has had 
a conference with Mr. Charles DayRoao re- 
garding the details for tho yachb with which 
ho proposes to challenge for the Amorlca's 
oup. Tho name of the yacht ia to bo the 
Distant Shore. Hor longbh of load water 
lino will bo 89 feet ; bor rig, cutter. 

Mr. Roae Is a member of tho London 
Jockey Club, which is limited to about forty 
memborB and of which tho Princo of Walos 
Is tho leading eplrit. 



INTERNATIONAL WATERWAYS. 

Mr. Fisher, 5f. P. P., of Manitoba, Thinks the 
U. S- and Canada Should Construct 
and Maintain Them. 

Cleveland, Ohio, Sopt, 21*.— Hon. James 
FiBhor, of Manitoba, a member of tho pro- 
vincial parliament and an ardont advocate 
of deep waterways and reciprocity, in 
speaking at tho waterways convention of tho 
deep water and canal agitation, aaid : " We 
raiBO about 00,000,000 bushels of grain 
annually in Manitoba and about half of that 
amount ia wheat. The coBt of taking our 
wheat from Manitoba to the sea ia equal to 
half the Belling price. We havo on this 
oontlnont the finost body of inland 
waters in tho world, and I bollove that there 
Bhould bs built Buoh deep waterways bb will 
enable us to freely enjoy our natural advan- 
tages. I beliovo that the two groat nations 
should unite and constrnob watorwoys 
whioh will be of immense benefit to both the 
Unltod Statea and Canada." "What pro- 
vision would you havo ia regard to tho oon- 
trol of the canal ?" "The canal should," he 
replied, " bo free from tollB for both nationB, 
and should be joiatly oontrollod by tho Uni- 
ted States and Canada."

Hottest Day of the Year In New York— 
RiUub, Snowstorms and Low Tempera- 
lure In Western States. 

New York, Sept. 23 — According to the 
official records, Saturday waa the hottest of 
the year, the mercury running up to 95 do 
grees. Tho heat aurpaaaed tho record for 
many yeara exoopt on July G, 1S7G, when it 
regiatored 99, aud Soptombor 7, 1891, when 
it reached 100 degrees. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass , Sept, 23 —The ther- 
mometer regiacered 105 on Saturday. 

Chicago, Sepb. 23 —Owing to tho extreme 
heat which has boen prevailing in this oity 
the post offiao department dropped ono col- 
lection and one delivery in various aeotionB 
of the city on Saturday for tho reason that 
the camera wore completely worn out and 
it waa feared aerloua results would follow a 
full day's work in the aun. Tho last few 
doys havo been tho hottest in tho history of 
the city for the month of September. Owing 
torepcr;eof cooler weather and aomo light 
snowstorms in tho Westorn SbatoB, cooler 
weather is expected for this eoction. 

Saturday was tho sixth day of Intense 
heat, the morcury in tho government office 
registering 90 dogroea, ono lowor than the 
highest point reached in a year. Oa the 
Btroets the temperature was 3 to 5 degroea 
higher. Tho worst foaturo of the boated 
term waa tho mortality among infanta. Tho 
number deaths of children under live years 
of ago was more than doubled this week. 
About 75 por cent, of tho total deaths this 
week havo been infants. 

Salt Lake, Sept. 23 — Climatic conditions 
took a sudden change Friday night and this 
valley was visited by a heavy rain, followed 
by a snowstorm, which broke the drouth 
that has prevailed since Juno. The rain of 
last June was very light, and rain or snow 
had bacomo almost a necoaalty. Tho water 
supply of the city, whioh comes from moun- 
tain streams, was very low, and waB get- 
ting to bo a seriom question. Tho firmera 
throughout the valley had not boen ablo to 
do any fall plowing on aocount of tho dry 
weather. Itia estimated that the storm has 
been worth many thousands of dollars to 
the farmers. 

At 5 o'clock Friday afternoon there was a 
deoided drop in the temporaturo, and a 
heavy rain sob in, whioh lasted until 10 
o'clock, and then turned to snow. The 
snowfall continued until noon on Saturday, 
and at times was accompanied by a cold 
north wind. Overcoats were brought into 
general use, a very uncommon thing for this 
soason of tho year. Up to this time there 
has boon no frost, and tho heavy foliage cov 
ered with snow and tho general appearance 
of the snow made a grand scene. It was 
necessary to uso snowplows in clearing the 
street oar tracks. Tho aunehino In the 
afternoon melted most of tho snow in the 
valley, bub the mountains are oovered with 
a mantle. 

Rawlins, Wyo., Sept. 23.— A heavy 
northeasb snowstorm began early Saturday 
morning. The snow is eighb inches deep on 
a level, and ib is still snowing. There are 
fears for sheep abill on the mountain ranges, 
If thoweafchsr should turn cold there will 
undoubtedly be heavy losses. 

Laramie, Wyo., Sepb. 23 —The first 
snow storm of the seaBon reached here early 
Saturday. The tomperaturo foil 35 degrees 
with a cold east wind blowing. 

Denver, Sept. 23. — For a week Colorado 
haa been sweltering under hoab unusual for 
September, bub on Satuidiy there came a 
suddon change, a chilling wind from the 
northeaab sending down the temperature 
like a shot. Saturday night after an hour 
of rain, snow began falling. This is the 
earliest snow this vicinity has experienced 
for many years and la tho first of the aoaaon 
Reports from throughout the northern half 
of the state tell similar tales. In tho moun- 
tains the snow storm is very heavy. 

Denver, Sepb. 23 —A apecial to tho News 
from Rawlins, Wyo., says : This section of 
Wyoming w»b visited with the worsb Sep 
tember snowstorm of twenty years. There 
Ib a foot of snow on the level. Tho trains 
are being delayed, and some fours aro enter, 
tuined that should this weather contlnuo for 
very long many flocks of sheep which are 
still on the high mountain ranges will perish. 

Minneapolis, Sept. 23 — A Load, S. D., 
spoolal to tho Journal 8aya : Six inches of 
enow has fallen at Bald mountain and throe 
inches hore. There hove boen no frosts, and 
tho trees in full leaf are breaking beneath 
the load of anow.

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BOARD OF ALDEBMEN, 



Dismissed by the Mayor Because of 
Excitement About a Letter- 
writing Member. 



Routine Business Disposed of and 
Several Awards of Minor Con- 
tracts Confirmed. 



All the board except Aid. MoLellan (who 
U ont of town) were present at tho regular 
meeting of the city council last evening, 
Mayor Teague in the ohair. 

Ald. Bragg, when the minutes were read, 
moved for reconsideration of the resolution 
passed at last regular meeting, in amend- 
ment of the motion he had introduced, and 
making it necessary to c*ll for tenders for 
all supplies wanted in excess of $50 worth. 
He explained that this had alroady caused 
inconvenience, which would not have oc- 
curred had his motion on the subject baon 
passed in its original Bbape, which simply 
made it noceBaary that when tenders were 
called for the council as a whole should deal 
with them, 

Id was explained to the alderman that 
the minutes could not be alterod but that ho 
could bring the matter up in another way. 

Ald. PARTRipoa reported the arrival of 
2i)0 book» (or the library, 

Drake, Jackson & Helmcken sent in a 
claim for S-188, being the amount of the 
doctors' and hospital bill on acaount of the 
accident to Mr. Biydgos, resulting in the 
amputation of a leg and tho purchase of an 
artificial limb. Referred to streets commit- 
tee and cl y solicitors, to report. 

An invitation to tho fair at Now West- 
mlnBte» was received and ordered to be 
acknowledged with thanks. 

Leonard EL. Solly wrote oomplaining that 
the nuisance cauaed by the paint works is 
unabated. Ordered, on division, that tho 
company bo rotifiod that they must abate 
the nuisance ; after Aid. Maomillan had ex- 
pressed the fear that the works would be 
closed up if the nuisance were forcibly 
abated, and Aid. Wilson and Cameron had 
contended that tho council must not neglect 
its plain duty to act on the complaint of even 
one citizen who has a grievance. 

Mr. MorrisBey, on behalf of the public at 
large, wroto complaining that Ford's cattle 
occupy the Cedar Hill road at milking time, 
with danger to pedestrians — a child having 
been saved by a dog ; a girl by a man ; and 
a woman by an umbrella. Referred to 
rpaund committee. Another letter from Mrs, 
MorriBsey and nine other mothers of school 
children asked for a sidewalk past this same 
place, to connect with the Cook street walk 
Referred to street committee. 

The Water Commissioner wroto recom- 
mending that tho contractors for tho Elk 
lake improvements be allowed to fill up the 
old filter bedB with the earth out of the ex- 
cavations he has been making. Referred to 
committee with power to aco. 

The City Engineer recommended that the 
open drain on tho Lansdowne road bo oov 
ered with plank, in the interest of public 
safety ; estimated cost $360. Referred to 
street committee. 

The finance committee reported rocom 
mending, in reply to the rtquesc for the an. 
nual grant to the exhibition association, that 
the treasurer be asked to submit a statement 
of the receipts and expenditure for 1895, and 
that a grant be made to an amount not ex- 
ceeding §800 to cover any deficit. Adopted. 

Tho printing committee reported on tho 
petition from the city printers asking an 
equal division of the work of printing by- 
laws and voters' lists. They recommended 
that the voters' lists be left with the Colon- 
ist company at the rate of $1 75 per page 
fixed in the petition ; and also stated that in 
their opinion the cost of printing the lists 
for sohool trustees should be borne by the 
school board, and recommended that the 
law be amended to make the qualification 
for trustee the same as that for mayor. 
Adopted. 

The streets oommittee reported recom- 
mending that the work of filling up the 
roadway on Belleville street, from Birdcago 
Walk to McClure street, be proceeded with 
as quiokly as possible. Adopted. 

The police committee reported having 
awarded the oontraot for clothing to Thomas 
Bros. & Grant, as follows : One suit for 
chief, $30 ; two for sorgoants, at $27 ; nine- 
teen for constables, at $19 ; and for bootB to 
Geo. H. Maynard, at $5 50 por pair, for 22 
pairs. 

The Mayor suggested to Aid. Bragg that 
ho shou'd withdraw the resolution of which 
ho had given notice, as follows : 

" That whereas Aid. Maomillan has made 
certain statements through the public press 
reflecting on the action of tho electric light 
committee, which statements are not true, 
p.nd reflect on the whole council: Bo it 
therefore rcsolvod that this council request 
Aid. Moomillan to retract the same." 

Ald. Bragg had no desire to withdraw 
the resolution, UDleBS the alderman referrod 
to would make some explanation before it is 
put. 

Ald Maomillan declared that if the re- 
solution wero carried he would take action 
in tho matter, as he intended to follow it up. 

Ald. Bragg auid the specific statement 
by Aid. Maomillan which is not true is that 
tho matter of tho coal purchase was not be- 
fore tho council ; and ho proceedod to quotod 
the Alderman's letter in the Times of last 
evening. 

Ald. Maomillan objocted that that let- 
ter was written afcer tho motion was put on 
tho board, and therefore could not bo quoted 
in justification ; and when Aid. Bragg pro- 
ceeded with his statement Aid. Macmillan 
excitedly and repeatedly inteij:cted "The 
statement la false." 

Aid. Humphroy and Aid. WHboo said tho 
trcublo soenoud to ba that aomo of the alder- 
men had boon writing too much to ihe news- 
papers instead nf transacting their business 
at tho council board ; and Aid. Wilson asked 
that tho rooords respecting tho ooal con- 
tracts ba rend 

Ald. Partridge thooghb that Aid. 
Bragg would have shown hotter sense if he 
hsd treated Aid. Macmlllan's letters with 
the ailenb ooDtompt they deaorved. He 
thought thoao letters were only an attempt 
to blind tho worklngmon, but tho write; will 
be undeceived at oleotion time. (ApplauBo 
from the audienoe.) 

Ald. Macmillan talked at groat longth, 
declaring that no matter what resolution 
might be passed he would not apologize for 
anything. 

The reading of tho reoords was then pro- 
ceeded with, amldat interruptions from Aid. 
Macmillan. Theso showed that on tho 8th 
of May tho oleotrio light commlttoe reportod 
that certain to'nders for coal had beon re- 
ceived, tho lowest being at $3 50 per ton. 
Then on the 17th of Juno tho commltteo re- 
ported tho offer of Mr. James Dunamnir to 
supply tho ooal at $2 75 a ton on a two yoar 
contract. The oounoil by resolution loft the 
matter in the hands of tho committee. On 
the 21ab of Juno Hpratt <fc Macaulay wroto 
on behalf of the New Vanoouvor Coal Co,, 
offering ooal at $2 65 on a contract for a 
year or less. On tho 24bh of June the com- 
mittee reported that aa the resulb of an In- 
terview with Mr. James Dunsmulr that 
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g'nUeman had agreed to supply the coal at 
$2 75 on a six months' contract, and tho re 
port was adopted. 

Ald Macmillan— Why was not the offer 
of Sprutt & Maoaulay submitted 1 

Ald Wilson — Simply because I asked, 
in the committee room, is it fair to roceive 
an offer made four days after Mr. Duns- 
muir's price had been published, and yon 
yourself admitted that it was not. 

Ald Macmillan— I didn't do anything 
of the kind ! 

Ald. Wilson— It is all very well for you 
to rail hero about tho Dunsmuirs and moti" 
opoliee and combines. You favored getting 
the coal from Seattle — understand ? I*i was 
stated to tho oommibtoo that Mr. Dunsmuir 
would not tender oxoopt through thoagonts, 
but when wo interviewed him we found that 
this was not so. 

Ac an oarly stago of tho disouaslon Aid, 
Hall had loft the meeting, and at the end of 
another long and excitod address from Aid.

The Mayor then announced that he 'Aid 
not intend to pub any resolution that liven- 
ing. " Ihe council," ho said, "la not in a 
proper frame of mind to deal with tbia 
matter to-ni(;ht.."

fused Despatch. 

When the R.M.S. Miowcra, Capt. Stott, 
Bailed for Southern seas last evening she 
was loaded to her capacity with freight — 
and still left numerous consignments behind. 
As previously stated, a big shipment of lime 
from Roche Harbor, which arrived here last 
week for shipment had to be returned, and 
for some time before the steamer sailed last 
evening there was doubt as to whether Bhe 
could pack all the freight accepted. These 
latter cocsipnmenta wore made up princi 
pally ol thiti yntkr'n salmon, but included alao 
sample producta of the Brackman & Kor 
Milling Cn. for Sydney The Miowera car 
riea all told about 1,(100 tons ot cargo 
of which tho exceptionally large 
amount of 1,000 tons is for 
Honolulu. There the steamer will call, bub 
in such a way as not to make herself amen 
able to any quarantine restrictions.

LAST YEAR'S TRADE. 

Reliable figures relativs to the foreign 
trade of the Dominion for tho year ending 
June 30 .h, 1895, have been published. From 
them It appoars that there has been a de- 
cline in tho Imports as compared with those 
of 139-t of something like 7 per cent. It is 
to bo observed that tho dlmuoitlon took 
place during tbo first nine monthB of the 
year. The Imports incroaaed encouragingly 
in the montha of April, May and June, the 
totals for those months amounting to $26,- 
987,750 as against $26,528,823 for the cor- 
responding montha of 1894. The imports 
entored for consumption for the two years 
were :

The grower of corn was not the only 
British agriculturist who had to faoe thla 
ruinous competition. The grazier and the 
dairy farmer found himself forestalled and 
undersold by the foreigner. Although tho 
oauso of the evil is ao plain there are com- 
paratively few in Groat Britain who have 
the oourage to point out tho remedy. The 
farmers of Great Britain need protection 
and many of them are asking for it pitifully, 
but the politioians, the editors and the re- 
viewers are afraid to say a word in favor of 
proteation to agriculture. The farmer haa 
to bear his full share of the national bur- 
dens, but thoBe who pile on the rates and 
taxes are horrified if tho over-burdened 
farmer in his misery asks for relief. 



ABOUT RESOLUTIONS. 

Tho members of the City Council appear 
io have a very high opinion of the eifioacy 
of resolutions. Resolutions are no doubt 
7»ry good things — in their place. But 
ihoro are resolutions moved, seconded and 
carried with the utmost seriousness by the 
Wty Fathers whioh are worse than foolish — 
which are positively mischievous. Some of 
the members of our City Council appear to 
have yet to learn that a resolution cannot 
altar tho law in the very slightest) degree. 
When a resolution agrees with the law 
laid down with regard to Ita subjeot 
raattsr it is altogether unnecessary ; when 
iltn effect Is bo override the statute it Is not 
worth the paper it is written upon. The 
time occupied in writing, deliberating upon, 
amending and passing the roaolution relative 
io the fifty dollars limit was simply wasted. 
What resolution waa either In acoordance 
■with the terms of the law or it differed from 
Ihnm in some particular more or less impor- 
tant ; in either case it was no good. It has 
sob affected the bearing and the foroe of Che 
law in the alighteat degree. What the City 
Council wanted in that matter was an au- 
thoritative interpretation of the law — a 
legal opinion whether the course 
purauod by the sewerage committee waa 
or was not according to law. 

Tho resolution passed at Saturday's meet- 
lug of the Boardof Health is very much of the 
1-uno nature as that with regard to the fifty 
dollar limit. It is of no oarthly use. The 
law spocifies tho duties of tho Medical 
Health Officer and the Health Inspector 
with snffieionb clearness. That law makes 
thoMedioal Health Offioor the Health In- 
xpeotor'a superior. Tho latter official la re- 
quired to carry out the intention and direc- 
tion of the Mayor, tho Board of Health, and 
iha Medical Health Officer. There Ib no 
.room for a confliob of opinion between the 
Medical Health Officer andthoHealthlnBpec- 
ior any more than thoro is room for a conflict 
of opinion between the colonel of a regiment 
and Its subordinate officers. And it Is just 
ss necessary that tho orders of tho Head of 
thi Health Department bo promptly and im- 
plicitly oboyed as It is that tho commanda of 
» military officer be oarrlod out to the letter 
and without heeitation. 

It ia not difficult to Imagine a caao in which 
Aho lives, not of one person but of many 
aoraona, may dopend upon tho dirootiona of 
She medical health officer being attended to 
..-no»t carefully with tho utmost prompiitudo. 
It would bo a nlco atato of thing8 if 
lhn Hocdth Inapootor could question 
Iho propriety of hia superior's ordora, 
Mid oould with impunity loso tlmo hunting 
for tho Miy or and discussing with him tho 
svimlom or unwisdom, tho expediency or in- 
sipodionoy, of tho Modical Hoalth Officer's 
order. Tho delay might bo tho canso of tho 
most oerious consequences. And who ia to 
guarantee that tho Mayor's decision would 
be n wiae ono ? 

A division of authority in suoh a oo.se Ib 
Alroply absurd. Tho Modical Health Oili- 
eai'o authority should bo absolute Hound 
nob tho Hoalth Inapootor Is responsible for 
iho way in which ho performs hia dutioB. 
And if ho cm bo thwarted and bis 
authority questioned by the man whom ho 
must nocossarily depond upon to oboy his 
Dvdora and carry out his Insbruotlons, whon 
a crisis comeB, aa lb may oomo any day, noth- 
ing can bo oxpootod from tho Hoalth Depart- 
ment but confusion, disorder and misdlr- 
acted and perhaps miaohiovoualy dlreoted 
<sncrgy, We are moro than surprised that 
Ihe City Council oould bo provallod upon to 
jvaas snch a very peculiar roBolutlon. This 
siby haa sufforod bo sovorely alroady from 
divided oounBela, hoBltatlon and delay, with 
.regard to hoalth matters, that it is amazing 
So bos, tho City Counoil deliborately making 
preparations for a similar state of things in 
)he future. Hero is tho roaolution; we trust 
that intelligent cltlzsna will read ib care- 
Inlly : . •

NATIONAL DISPUTES. 

Thore are aomo points of rosemblauoe be- 
tween the Stokes case and that of ex-Consul 
Waller. Stokes was accused of treaBon by 
an offioer of the Congo Stato army, tried by 
court-martial, found guilty and executed. 
Wallor was ohargod with being a spy on tho 
French in Madagascar and of giving in- 
formation to the Govornmonb of the Ialand 
relative to tho movements and intontions of 
the Fronoh Invading forco. He was tried 
by oourt-nmrtlal and sontonced to a 
long time uf imprisonment. Wallor Is a 
United States citizen, and tho Govornmenb 
of that country wants to aeo the evidonce 
on whioh ho waa convicted and to oxamino 
tho other records oi t'nu trial. StDgular to 
say the French authorities heaitato to 
comply with this reasonable demand. But 
the Americans, wo seo, aro pressing and 
will not be satisfied until they find out 
exactly how Mr Waller waa tried and on 
what grounds ho was oomvlotod. 

Heury M. Stanley was reported latoly by 
a correspondent of tho Now York Herald aa 
aayiog : 

As to the recent execution of Stokes, the 
trader, by agents of tho Congo Stato, that 
the proceeding was unwarranted by law and 
that indemnification would undoubtedly be 
demanded. He knew Stokes as the most 
prominont trader on the coast, he formerly 
having been a missionary. Ho was surpris- 
ed in the oamp of the assassin of Benin 
Pasha, an agent of the Arab Tippoo Tib, bar- 
tering armB and ammunition. He was tried 
by an incompetent tribunal and the judg- 
ment should have been reviewed by the ap- 
pellate court, at tho mouth of the Congo. 

Mr. Stanley's relations with tho Congo 
State Government have been vory intimate, 
and there Ib no one better able to form an 
intelligent opinion on the Stokea' case than 
he.

Commenting on theao figures, tho Mon- 
treal Gazette said : 

Last year tho customs taxation bore com- 
paratively lightly on tho people. Tho per- 
centage of duty on goods entered waa lower 
th»n in any other year aince tho catablish- 
ment of the National Polloy, and the per 
capita taxation was less than In 1372 (So Gl), 
1873 ($3 55), 1874 (S3 77), or 1875 (S3 05). 
The duties, moreover, aro ao adjusted as to 
fall moBt heavily upon luxuries. 

"AGRICULTURAL DISASTER." 

Those who want to know tho condition to 
which the farmers of Great Britain arc re- 
duced after fifty years of froo trade should 
road the following paragraph from an article 
in the September numbor of the Fortnightly 
Review. The article is headed "The 
Climax of Agricultural Disaster" : 

"Apparently an inexorable fato hangn 
over tho farmers of this country. For many 
yours they havo boon growing poorer and 
poorer, and while not u few of thorn havo 
boon ruined outright, most of tho rest havo 
been only jujt saved from bankruptcy 
partly through tho indulgonco of 
landlords and partly by moans of cutting 
down expenses in ovcry conceivable way. 
Thoao who havo deponded for a living upon 
livo stock and dairy produce rathor than 
upon corn, have boon helped occasionally by 
a partial recovery of tho prices of bettor 
times ; but mlsfortuno has only boon a quea- 
bion of degree, as shown by tho ovidenoo 
taken by the Royal Commisaion on Agri- 
culture from nourly overy county in Great 
Britain. It ia woll known thab landlorda 
havo aharod bho bad fortune of their tenants, 
and that many thousands of laborers havo 
been driven from tho country by lack of 
employment to eoek a living in tho over- 
crowded towns, whllo thoso left on tho land 
in most counticB have had to Bubmib to a 
roduotion of wngea. " 

Tho main causo of this dlotresa la admitted 
to bo foreign oompotitlon. Tho British 
market has been glubted with tho farm pro- 
duce of foreign countries, and 'prices wero 
so low aa nob bo roturn to tho farmer tho coBt 
of production.

On paying a 
vhsit to tho dosertod homo sho found that It 
bad been strlppod of its contents— tho ex- 
hibits in tho oaae— which sho had bought 
and paid for with monoy of hor own oarnlng. 
Tho furnlturo was afterwords found at a 
Johnson street Booond-hand store, whoro 
Stowart had disposed of tho lot for §21. Tho 
wifo promptly laid an information oharglng 
hor husband with thoft, and horo tho caso 
rests, the evidonoo of tho prosecutrix and of 
tho second-hand dealer having been taken, 
until Saturday next. It being tho first caso 
of tho kind to arise here Magistrate Maorao 
wishes to look Into it vory carefully boforo 
giving a decision,

When the sealing eohooner E. B. Marvin 
roturned to port on Sunday ovening, under 
seizure, on the more suspicion that one of 
tho 34U sklus aboard had boon got with a 
ritle, thero were more than tho surprised 
and disappointed ownora who wore willing 
to wogor that tho seizing officer was Captain 
Hooper, of tha Rush. Nor was this esti- 
mate of tho caso incorroob — the arrest of the 
Marvin and hor expulsion from tho Sea at 
tho boat period of tho hunting soaBOn being 
ono more chapter in his official record that 
haa mado tho commander of tho Rush the 
most cordially dislikod man afloat so far as 
the sealers are concerned. In tho light of 
prosent information this latest seizure ap- 
pears to have been wholly unwarranted ; 
some public olliaiala — and among them Col- 
lootor Milne, who is nob prone to oxpreBs 
himself hastily or intompor&tely — even go so 
far as to say thab ths seizure was a breach 
of international good faith, mado without 
any sufficient cause, and which tho govern- 
ment of Great Britain will bo bound to re- 
sent emphatically. Ia the meantime tho 
owners of the unfortunato schooner lose not 
only the best part of tho hunting but all 
the expense of outfitting added to 
tho cost of litigation which is opened 
up by the solzuro. That the ves- 
sel will bo promptly released — probably 
without the formality of a Hearing in the 
Admiralty court — there appeara to be little 
doubt; and thab tho United States will 
oventually be held llablo for substantial 
damages snemn also gonerally agreed. 

It is undor article S of the Paris award 
that Captain Hooper claims to have acted, 
this sootion prohibiting tne ubb of firearms 
in the Bohring soa. The Marvin was at the 
time well outsido of the prohibited zono and 
doing execution with the spears among tho 
seal herds. Tho weather was good and the 
indications all were favorable to a thousand 
skin citoh or better. On the 2nd of the 
present month thoRushwas Blghted and soon 
after the boarding party from the 
cutter wore making a critical exam- 
ination of tho skins secured. Of the 
entire lot there was but one that 
offered any basis of argument as to how lb 
had beon taken. Ib bad the spear wound 
pluin and unmistakeable, and also a small 
three-cornered hole in the back, which the 
boarding officer decided must be a bullet 
hole. Just why ib must bo he did not say, 
for it was not likely thab tho soal should 
have been both shot and Bpoared to tbe 
damage of tho pelt. 

The sealing skipper dispassionately denied 
that a firearm had beon used in tho Sea, and 
offered to allow tho fullest inspection of his 
ammunition stores, of which an inventory 
had been carefully mado and certified by the 
officers of H.M.S. Pheasant before the 
eohooner loft Atu to enter the Sea. The 
mark on the skin might have been 
made, he explained, either by tho Bpear 
penetrating through or by the gaff 
uaed In pulling tho seal into the boat. Or 
It might poaaibly have boon made by a riflo 
bullot some timo in tho past, tho aoal escap- 
ing to eventuolly fall a victim to tho Mar- 
vin's spearmen. 

Explanation and denials woro aliko' use- 
less, the officer decided that lb was a bullot 
hole and protoatB to Capt. Hooper provod 
equally unavailing. In reply to Captain 
Byore' statement that a rifle had not ab any 
timo beon usod sinoo the sohoonor loft tho 
Aslatio coast, tho commander of tho rovonuo 
outtor said that ho would listen to no ex- 
cuses — that tho Canadian aklppor; had only 
hi" own government to blamo, the British 
authorities having dono away with tho com- 
pulsory aoaling up of seal hunters' arms. 

Tho verdict of tho Rush's commandor waa 
that tho papers and the ono sealskin bo seal- 
ed up and that the schooner, in chargo of a 
prize crow, bo sent prisoner to Ounalaeka. 
Thoro sho wul in due time turnod ovor to 
H.M.S, Pheasant, whose commandor took 
tho troublo to examine tho store of ammuni- 
tion aboard, finding tint not ono shell had 
boon usod sinco ho -had himself chocked it 
before the schooner left for tho Soa. He 
could not dotormino the case, howovor, and 
by hie diroction the schooner camo on to 
Victoria and roportod to Collootor Milne. 
A customs officor was placod in chargo, and 
tho troublosomo sealskin, with nil papers in 
tho oaso, woro roforrod ab once to tho Ad- 
miral.

Steamed Holly I'oly Padding. 

Take a pint of flour, 1 >-.j teaspoons of 
baking power, one-half teaspoon of salt, 
and rub through a sieve; mix thorough- 
ly into this ~> tablespooufnls of butter 
and a small cup of milk.

effective is the one with a different 
style of yoke, with an insertion of 
guipure and deep guipure frill, which 
is gathered fully at tho corners. 

When a more simple effect is desired, 
turndown collars and cuffs with hem- 
stitching may bo selected, or, if pre- 
ferred, the choice may be turned down 
collars and cull's made of embroidered 
muslin. Turn over points of muslin 
with lace edge form another style of 
collar. 

How to Remove Fruit Stains. 

In struggling with fruit or ink staian 
on wiiito or light fabrics do not wash 
tho articles before applying remedies. 
To do so sets the stain almost indelibly, 
and then it has to pass through all stages 
until time and the laundry leave but a 
palo yellow reminder, which consum- 
mation does not follow usually until the 
fabric is threadbare. For berry stains 
have some ono hold the cloth so that it 
sags a little and pour absolutely boiling 
water through the. spot and rub well If 
this fails, light a bit of sulphur and 
hold under the wet spot. A lighted 
match will answer. Tho sulphurous gas 
usually does tlio work, tho stain grad- 
ually disappearing. But thoro aro some 
that refuse to come out — peach stains, 
for example. Then you must have re- 
course to salts of lemon, which is good, 
but apt to leave a hole in lieu of the 
stain. By extreme carefulness in its use, 
however, it will not do such dire dam- 
age. Take a sunny day for tho task. 
First moisten the spot aud thou rub on 
a very little of tho salts of lemon ; lay 
tho linen in the sun for two or threo 
minutes and then, wash thoroughly with 
soap and warm water. Success nearly 
always follows. 



Steamed Peach Pudding. 

To a pint of hot milk add a cupful of 
bread crumbs, cup of sugar, tablespoon- 
ful of butter, a pinch of salt, and any 
spice preferred. When tho rnixturo is 
cold, add !i well boaton eggs and 2 cup- 
fuls of chopped ripo poaches. Stir well, 
put in a covorod pudding mold and 
steam two hours. Tart apples may be 
used instead of poaolies. Serve hot, with 
any sauce preferrod.

Mra. 8nramerfield Allowed to Retain 
the Cnstody of Her Children, 
Beatrice and James- 



'Owner of the Seized Schooner Bea- 
trice Allowed to Deliver Plead- 
ings in Admiralty. 



Tho Summerfield habeas corpus cast) was 
- dfamissed by Chief Justice Davie yesterday. 
On the 17ch instant an application was 
niado by Mr, W. J. Taylor aa couuael for 
Pater Summerfield, the father of Beatrice 
and Ja-.ncs, aBking that tho children bo 
taken from their mother and given into hia 
»»ro. A writ niai was granted, directing 
Jaa. Kaye, his wife Elizabeth Kaye, the 
children's grandparents, and Edith Summer- 
field the mother, to show oauee why tho 
• ohildren should nob be handed over to him 
(Peter Summorfield) 

Yeatorday morning Mr. Taylor aaked to 
have tho order made abaolute, and held that 
by nature and nurture the father was the 
proper guardian for the children. Before 
going into tho unpleasant circumatanoea of 
tho case, Mr. Taylor stated that a propo- 
sition bad been mado to Mr. S. Perry Milla, 
tho mother's counsel, to arrange that the 
father should have tho children educated in 
a convent at Vanoouver, Wash. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills, in reply, said he do- 
ollnod to rise to the Inib and muab rofuso to 
entertain this proposition aa the Bisters at a 
eonvont could nob tako the place of tho 
mother. Besides the children had boon 
brought up Preabyteriana, and it was BtraDge 
that the father should now want thorn to be 
Roman Catholics. Ho read affidavits of 
Mrh. Summerfield accusing her husband of 
illtroatmont and violonco and with having 
threatened and terrified her. Sho had twice 
left him nn this account and was not now 
living with him. The affidavits of Mr. and 
Mra. Kaye boro out Mrs. Summerfield'a 
statements, and Summerfield when pub in 
tho box failed to contradict the evidence. 

The Chief Justice rofusod to grant tho 
application and said that the ohildren should 
bo left with their mothor, as Summerfiold 
was nob a proper poraon to L)»ve oharge of 
them. 

Tho application tor bail for J. C. Prevoab 
did nob come up yesterday, the defence 
having dropped the matter for the preaent. 

Yesterday, on behalf of Charles Doerlng, 
of Vancouver, owner of the schooner 
Beatrice, now under seizure on a charge of 
not complying with tho Behring coa regula- 
tions, Mr. A. E. MoPhillipa applied before 
Chief Justice Davie for leave to enter plead- 
ings in the Admiralty court. The applica- 
tion was granted. Hon. C. E. Pooley for 
the crown. 
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WOOD PAVEMENT. 



To the Editor : — Some facta and remarks 
about wood pavement by an impartial on- 
looker may be of interest just now. Wood 
pavemenb was first inbrodnced in London 

■ opposite the Old Bailey in 1839 ; Montreal 
1842, Chicago about 1866, Liverpool 1873, 
Sydney 1880, and in many other cities. Tho 
records of thia wide field of experiments 
have been collected by Haywood, Howarth 
and Stayton, of London ; St. George, of 
Montreal ; Fox, of Chioago ; Deacon, of 
Liverpool ; Mountain and Smith, of Sydney, 
and others. Iheso records form ample data 
whereon to form a trustwortny opinion of 
tho advantages and disadvantages of tho 
system ; of the choice of woods, the meth- 
ods of preparing them, tho form of the 
blook, the manner of laying thorn, and the 
most suitable form of foundation. 

The above anthorlbiea and engineers gen- 
erally agree bhat the foundation of a road is 
the moBb important portion of it ; bha'i it 
should conalsb of hydraulic or asphalt oon 
orebe Imparmeato by water and that the up- 
per portion of the road-bed, whebher it is 
formed of macadam, asphalt or wood blocka, 
ia merely the wearing surface that at dif- 
ferent intervals requires repair or renewal. 
It ia therefore in this oapacity as a top sur- 
face of wearing mats rial — not necessarily the 
moBb durable nor thechoapoBb, that we have 
to consider woodblocks, and decide whether 
aa a road maberial they offer thoBO Bpecial 

■ qualities most suitable to the requirements 
and grade of the particular streob that Is to 
bo paved. In praotloo it is uBual to oharge 
tho concrete foundation to capital acaounb, 
for when properly laid it will laab for cen- 
turies. The top surfaco formed of material 

. subjeoted bo wear, and consequently requir- 
ing renewal, ia charged to currenb account. 

Wood pavement has not generally been 
laid successfully in New York, Philadelphia 
and other American cities, consequently ib 
does nob moeb wllh approval there. In 1877 
Mr. Allen Campbell, the commissioner of 
works in New York, reports : 

"I have received urgent appeala for re- 
paying variouB streets of both up and down 
town in tho coming yoar. Some of the 
wooden pavementB wbioh havo now boen 
down six or eighb years are now utterly de- 
cayed, and muBt be replaood with stono 
next year, for tho rotten wood should ba re- 
movod," etc. 

A board of health committee of {Washing- 
ton reported the following : 

" That probably four-fiftha of tho newly 
pavod streets of our city are paved with 
wood, varying in kind, somo having boon 
treated with antiseptics before being laid, 
That within three years from tho time they 
woro laid overyono of them gavo more or 
loss evidence of very rapid decomposition, 
and somo of them havo decayed so rapidly 
aa to give rioo to a masaof dangerous putre- 
faction. That, moroovor, the brokon sur- 
face of tho pavomentB above mentioned has 
allowed tho lodgment of an iuiineuno quan- 
tity of animal and vegetable filth impossible 
avon to caloulabc, between and undor tho 
blooka of wood, not only greatly Increasing 
tho putrefying masa bub adding to tho rapid- 
ity of Its decomposition. That from tho 
Baid decomposition gaaos arise, fungi and in- 
fusion develop, whlah, entering the air we 
broatho, aro poisonous, engendering zymotic 
dlsoaaoB such as typhoid, malarial and in- 
termittent fever, dysentery , diphtheria, etc, 
And tho oommittee pray that as soon as the 
wood pavementB glvo ovidenco of decompo- 
sition they may be removed. This report is 
endorsed by tho City Engineor, who aayB 
farther, that tho only way to ropalr them Is 
to gob rid of them." 

In a paper by E. A. Fox printed in the 
Civil Engineers' Club of tho Northwoab, 
1878, Vol. Ill, No. 73, ho states : 

" Chicago may bo considered to bo the 
city of wooden pavementB. The groator 
portion of the pavements, extending over 
101 lineal mileB, consists of pine or hemlock 
blocks laid with more or less modification 
on tho Nioolson system .... showed 
algnH of wear In three years, and woro worn 
oub in from aix to eight years." 

In Philadelphia bhero was a groat outcry 
against wood pavemenb, and a demand made 
for usphalb and granite 

Ia Liverpool wood pavement was laid on 
Great' Howard streob, whore tho traffic ox- 
aee'ds 3,000.000 tons annually ; ib was not a 
9uooos8 because ib was on a board foundation. 
Mr, Deacon, tho clby.englneer of Liverpool, 



afterwards adopted bltumlnons {S "h 
foundations for the wood pavement on y Qurcn 
street, and thia work was a great sura. M8, 

In London, even before the introdu 
of oor crete aa a foundation, wood paveti 
had been a aucoeBS probably owing to > 
compactneaa of the old road bed and tl 
good drainage of the streets upon which h 
was laid. The coat of maintenance was 
higher than ib would havo been had a con- 
crete foundation been used. In the city of 
London the early wood pavement lasted 
from ton to nineteen years before it waa re- 
moved, for example : On Cornhill from 1805 
to 1865, Grace Church street from 1853 to 
1865, Lombard »trt"St from 1851 to 1860 and 
on Mincing line we find it lasting for 
ninetoen years, that is from 1841 to 1860 
These records, togethor with tho faot that 
the length of the wood pavemonts haa been 
largely increased in London during the laab 
fifteen yoars, especially in alt tho bosb retail 
streets, such as Oxford Btroot, Piccadilly, 
The Strand, High Street, Kensington, 
Bromptou road and othera, and that the 
systom has been introduced into the prin- 
cipal towns in Eagland, show beyond dis- 
pute that wood pavement ia eminently suit- 
able (or business streets. Beforo the era of 
wood pavement, the doafening roar and 
noise of tho streets of London woro most 
distressing, and shopkeepers bad to close 
their doors, in order to transact business 
with thoir ouatomors. In Eagland, the 
authorities, instead of " throwing oub " tho 
wood pavementB, as is tho eise in American 
cities, are rapidly extending them, for long 
experience has proved that when sultablo 
wood blocks aro laid upon bituminous or 
hydraulic concrete foundations they form a 
road surfaco, that is, taking all things into 
consideration, a very auitablo road matorial 
for business thoroughfares. 

Mr. Mountain, whon city ongineer of 
Sydney, uBed wood pavement upon conorote 
foundations j hiB experiments and investiga- 
tion of different kinds of wood blocka were 
numerous and valuable. Commissioner 
Hickson and City Engineer Smith havo since 
extended tho wood pavemenb. Sydney hard 
wood pavements aro now renowned, praoti- 
oally on account of the spooial qualities pos- 
sessed by certain Australian hardwoods. 

It is my opinion that the fitness of any 
species of timber for street blocka depondB 
principally upon ita inverse powor of ab- 
sorbing wator, a moat Important factor, as 
it governs tha extent of bhe expansion and 
shrinkage of bhe blooka, which directly af- 
fects tho joints. Then, again, street refuse 
containa largo quanti^iea of ammonia. Now 
ammonia is one of tho chief chemicals used 
in tho experimental destruction of timber. 
Ib therefore appears reasonable to suppose 
that woods moab suitable for street blocks 
should be to a great extent impermeable. 
Maumene'a experiments, published by 
L'Academie des Sciences, vol. 97, show — 
from the reault of exhaustive scientific ex 
periment | that the power of absorbing wa- 
ter In the samples of dry wood experimented 
upon by him varied from 9 to 174 The 
maximum absorptive power found by him 
was in chestnut, and was 1.75 times its own 
weight. 

Mountain, in Sydney, made the following 
oxperimenb upon Australian hard woods 

"After the woods bad boen proteoted 
from the weather for a year and then anb 
jooted to aix hours steaming the variations 
from their original weights were as follows : 

Per 
Cent. 

Tallow Wood (loss In woight) 1.3 

Black Butt, gain " " 0.8 

Turpontino 3.9 

Spottod Gum I I 

Mahog.lforeatl" " " - 1.1 

Woolly Butt. "-1 

"Showlngthabboth taliow wood and black 
butt, change very little in weight under ex- 
tremes of atmospherio condition." 

I have not attempted to draw comparisons 
between different kinda of pavomenta ; it is 
sufficient to say that tha choice between 
granite blocka, asphalt and wood blocks for 
pavements, muat depend on the primary and 
necessary conditions that aro required. Each 
of theso kinda of pavemenb has Its peculiar 
advantages or diaad vantages as regards coat, 
wear, sound, cleansability and foothold. 
Therefore, bhe choioo between them muab en- 
tirely depend upon the requirements.

TWO MISSING MEN. 



Samuel Ricketts of Strawberry Vale 
and W. A. Ronntree. of Lake, 
Have Disappeared. 



Systematic Search for the Former 
Proves Fruitiest* — A Suspicion 
of Suicide. 



Samuol Rickotts, a pioneer roBident of tho 
Prospect Lake road, is missing from his Boli 
tary homo under ciroumstances that lead 
hiB .frienda and neighbors to four that he 
will never again bo seen by them in life 
He was last scon on tho evening of tho 11th 
inst., when ho took supper at tho home of 
Mr. Roborb Porter, Sr. — whoBO property ad 
joins tho Rlckett's farm — and started ou 
for home aftor accepting Mrs. Portor's Invi- 
tition to come over for breakfast in the 
morning. Ho was not vory ./ell at tho time 
and Mr. Porter'B family, who huvo known 
him intimately for many, many years, wore 
anxious to do all in their power for him. 

In tho morning ho did nob come, and ao 
nothing was seen or heard of him, search 
parties woro in a few days organized and tho 
country roudabout acoured for some news of 
the missing man. None was obtained, how 
ever, and after a week's wasted work Mr. 
Porter has oome to the conclusion that tho 
old man has either died from natural cauaes 
alone in some out of the way place or tor 
minatod hia own lifo, which advancing years 
with their increasing infirmities ahowod to 
bo near its ond. 

Beaidoa being in feeble health and under 
tho Bhadow of more than three Bcoro 
yeara.Mr Rioketta had recently experienced 
considerable worry over his businosB affairs, 
a misunderatanding with hia partner on tho 
ranch having resulted in his buying out hiB 
co-worker for $500 caBh. Over this ho ox 
pressed considerable regret, and it is in con 
sequence of this that his friends fear ho may 
havo committed suicide. There is a faint 
possibility, but no more, that tho old man 
may have gone to Nanaimo to visit friends 
there, but Mr. Porter fears that such ia not 
tho CAse. He is very anxious to obtain some 
tidings of his missing neighbor, and would 
greatly appreciate Information from any 
quarter that may lead to his being located 

Mr. Rioketb is doasribed as a man of me 
dium size, about 65 years of ago, crippled 
and bent, who Boldom walked about save 
with the aeaistance of his stlok. Though a 
man of considerable wealth he dreBaed 
miserably and gave the impression to all 
with whom he oamo in contact that he was 
on the brink of beggary. 

Another man for whom friends aro making 
anxious inquiry la William A. Rountree, 
the owner of a farm in Lake dlatrict, whoso 
unfortunate carelessness coat Thomaa Wit 
liama his lifo on tho 6th of the present 
month. The oircumstances of that dis 
tresslng fatality are Btill fresh in memory, 
Rountree and Williams started on a deer 
hunt together, and after they had separated 
elthor Rountree mistook his companion 
for a deer in tho darknoas of tho under- 
brush, or a deer came between them. In 
any event a bullet from Rountree's rifle 
caused Williams' instant death. 

The younger man was held by the police 
until after the inquest, and then discharged 
from custody, there being not tho shadow of 
a suggestion that the shooting was other 
than acoidontal. Since that time, according 
to the statement of one of his most intimate 
friends, nothing has beon seen of him, either 
at any of his usual haunts or at hia ranch in 
Lake. His friends fear that he is dead, 
either by accident or his own hand, though 
they cannot give clear and conoluaive reasons 
for their opinion. 

Others incline to the belief that he has 
left tho country, teeming as lb does with bo 
ead momories, and will acquaint hia frienda 
with hia whereabouts in good time. 

DEVOURED BY DOGS. 

Deplorable Condition of Hick French Soldiers 
in Madagascar, 

Pahis, Sept. 23. — Mail advices frcm 
Madagascar Btate that In hospitals calculat- 
ed for tho accommodation of 250 men are 
600 aick French Boldiora, lying on impro- 
viaod bunks and insufficiently attended by 
doo'oru and nuraes. In each hospital hun- 
dredsof patiente aro lying on the baro ground 
and suffering for lack of aid and food, while 
the tilthinesu la indescribable. Tho doctors 
are doing tho beat they can for sick, and tho 
mortality is surprisingly small when existing 
conditions are taken into consideration. Few 
of tho patientB havo recovered complotely, 
most of those attacked with sickness being 
bo reduced by anaemia and so subject to 
strange hallucinations as to be quito incapa- 
citated for further service in the field. The 
Somali coolies havo proved lazy malinger- 
ers. The other coolioB are willing, bub aro 
debilitated from lack of food, and aro the 
victims of brutality at bhe handa of subal- 
terns. In many caBea tho bodioa of Franoh 
soldiers havo beon devoured by doge boforo 
they could bo burlod. In a lotter to bhe 
miniBtor of war Gen. Daoheue openly ad- 
mits that tho hardships of tho maroh and 
bad commissury eervico havo sent 3,000 sol- 
diera to tho hospitals, and that tho bad cli- 
mate is prostrating his troops.

THE CUSTOMS CONTROLLER 



Completes His First Inspection of the 
Custom Houses of Western 
Canada. 



Local Orangemen Welcome Him as 
the Head of Their Order - 
Parliamentary Services. 



The Controller of CuBtoms, Hon. N. 
Clarko Wallace, completed bis first official 
tour when on Sunday evening he arrived ab 
Victoria. He lefb by the Charmer this 
morning on hia way buck to Ottawa. Mr. 
Clarko Wallace was among tho many ablo 
men brought into parliament for tho first 
time by the Liberal-Conservative wave 
which, Bwooping from ond to end of tho Do- 
minion, replaced Sir John Macdonald in 
power in 1S78 and paved the 
way for the firm establishment 
of the national policy cf protection. 
He is a Canadian of Iriah descent, 51 years 
of oce, and haB been since boyhood a reai- 
dent of Woodbridgo, not far from Toronto 
and a chief town of the county cf York, the 
West riding of which has always been Mr. 
Wallace's constituency. There he haa for u 
long time been ongaged in morcantllo busi- 
ness, and his practical familiarity with com- 
mercial affairs led him to take tho initiative 
in the appointment of the parliamentary 
committee which investigated tho subject of 
commercial combines in Canada, and under 
his chairmanship made tho report which 
resulted in the anti-combines legisla- 
tion. It was no doubt largely owing 
tD tho good common Benao he then displayed 
in dealing with tho difficult commercial 
problems presented, that when the late Sir 
John Thompaon determined to givo effect to 
tho act providing for the office of controller 
of customs, Mr. Wallace was ohoaon' as the 
first holder. The choice is admitted on all 
sides to have been a wise one, the Controller 
having ably and Impartially administered the 
affairs of this troublesome department. Tho 
controllers, it should be remembered, 
are not members of the privy council, and 
havono moreoffic'ally to dovtlth tho policy of 
the government than havo any of tho prl- 
vato members of parliament. Their duties 
are purely administrative. 

For a great many years Mr. Wallace haB 
been prominently Identified with the Orange 
order, in which ho has risen from ono poBb of 
reaponaiblllty to another, until now ho is, 
besides being Grand MaBter for lkitiBh 
North America, chairman of the Triennial 
Council, the supremo body of the 
order. The local brothron there- 
fore tendered him a recoption, 
and upon his arrival on Sunday ovening, ac- 
companied by his private secretary Mr. J. 
R.. Bristol, he was met at the wharf by Do- 
puty G. M. Sheritt, and the masters of the 
Orange lodges of the oity, MeBBrs DunciD, 
Jackson and MoAffne, who escorted him to 
his quarters ab the Driard. 

Yeaterday ho spent considerable time dis- 
cussing cuBtoms affairs with Collector Milne, 
by whom he was in the afternoon shown 
about the city — not omitting the Chineso 
quarter, which furnieheB many problems for 
the customs department, They also viaitod 
H.M.S. Nymphe. 

In the evening Hon. Mr. Wallace was en- 
tertained by the Orangemen at a reception 
in tho A O. U.W. hall. There was a large 
attendance of members of the -city lodgeB 
desirous of making the acquaintance of the 
Grand Master, and a very interesting time 
waa apent. 

THE ITALIAN FETES. 

Garlbaldlans In Their Red Shirts Had the 
Place of Honor In the Procession. 

Rome, Sept. 23 —King Humbert, Queen 
Marguerite and the members of tho Italian 
ministry reviewed the procession to-day of 
vetoranB of the war of 1870, bearing fligs 
and decorationB. Tho Garibaldlans in their 
red shirts had the ploco cf honor at the head 
of the procBssion. The crowds witnessed 
the parado and enthusiastically cheered as 
the Garibaldiann marched past and saluted 
the King and Queen, who graoiously re- 
turned tho Balute.
